Fresh Lustre Added 
to 


Dewey's Triumph. 


Hail 
of Shot 
and Shell 


Descended on the. Spanish 


Fleet. 


HoNdKONa, via Washington, May 8.— 
The following detaila of the Oavlte 


fight have been received t 


The Olympla led theaquadroninto the 


bay through the channel and the fleet 
passed Gorregidor Island 
before the 


Spaniards perceived them. A ebot waa 
then fired from the battery to wbfch the 
Raleigh, the Boston and the Concord 
quickly retorted, and the battery WSB 
almoflt immediately reduced to silence. 


The equadron then elowly proceeded 


np the harbor and when day broke the 
town of Manila was seen about five 
miles distant. 
Thu American ships 


•teamed deliberately" along in front of 
Manila bat without opening fire until the 
Spanish cannon from the batteries 
around the town began firing and ehoti 
began to etrike the water around the 
iqaat'rou. The Concord fired a few 
shots more or. leaa ae she passed, but the 
other ahipa proceeded silently toward 
Oavite. 


TOJU'KDOBS FIRED. 


When neitring Baker bay a sudden 


upheaval of the watera occurred a little 
distance in front of the leading ship and 
quickly following tbia, a second water 
•pout denoted that the Spaniards bad 
fired a couple of mines or torpedoes, 
but their efforts to blow up the ships 
ware absolutely unsuccessful. Almost 
immediately the guns in the Oavite 
battery burst into a heavy cannonading. 
The abells fell in the neighborhood of 
the Olympia but a majority of them fell 
abort and were badly aimed. 
The 


squadron then drew nearer In toward 
the Spanish fleet and the battle began 
in real earnest. 


The American ihipa entered by the 


southern channel by Faballo and Friibi 
islet*, which were fortified. Commodore 
Dewey reiolvcd to risk the mine* which 
were supposed to block the channel. 
The island forts flred, bat not together. 
Replying with a few shells, the squadron 
proceeded without stopping or changing 
111 course. 


The order of the vessels was aa fol- 


io we: TheOtympia, Baltimore, Raleigh, 
Goncord, Boston, Petrel, McOulloch, 
Nanahan and ZaBro, and thua they 
steamed to the center of the bay. They 
passed before the city, seeking the 
Spanish qnadron and found them near 
the entrance to Baker bay, backed and 
Hanked by the Oavite forta, with the 
two torpedo boats and four gunboats in- 
aide the male, which served as protec- 
tion, while the Reina Christina, Oaa- 
tilla, Don Antonio de Ulloa, Islade 
Cubs, lela de Luzon and mail boat Min- 
dando were drawn up outside. The 
Spaniards tired the iirst shot at 6000 
yards, but it wan ineffective. 


A DEADLY HAIL. 


The American ships formed in column 


line and steamed nearer, reserving 
their fire until within 4000 yards. They 
then passed backwards and forwards 
eix times across the Spaniards front, 
pouring in a perfect hail of ehoS and 
shell. Every shot seemed to tell. Then 
tl.e Americans retired for breakfast and 
a council of war. 


NAILRD TO TIIK MAST. 


The Spanish were already in a defl- 


parftte condition. The Reins Christina 
waa riddled and one of her abeam pi pea 
had burst. The Oastilla was also on 
fire and both were burned to the water's 
edge. The Dan Antonio de Ulloa made 
a magnificent show of desperate bravery. 
With her colors nailed to her mast, she 
eank with all hands. Hot hull, waa 
riddled and 
her upper 
deck swept 


clean. Bat the guns on the lower deck 
were still firing defiantly aa the vessel 
•ank beneath the water. A torpedo 
boat tried to creep along the shore, 
•round the offing and attack the non-j 
combatants, 2»fario, Nanshan and Me-! 
Cullocb, bat was driven ashore and shot 
into bite. 


TltR FINISHING TOUCHES.

The Mindando was run onti the 


beach and the other small craft retired 
behind the mole. The fight started at 
5 30, waa adjourned at 8.30 and resumed 
about noon. The finishing touchee 
were given to the Cavite by the Petrel 
and Concord. The Raleigh grounded 
twice in shallow water during the en- 
gagement.

AMERICAN CASUALTIES. 


Then were no casualties among the 


American!, except that six of the Balti- 
more's men were slightly wounded by 
one of tbeenemy'e abella striking an- 
other shell lying on the deck and ex- 
ploding it. There were only three abet- 
holes in her upper worka, five in the 
upper worki of the Olympla and * 
whale boat smashed on the Raleigh. 
No other damage was done anywhere. 
The dlaparity between the injury in- 
flicted on the Spanish fleet and that 
sustained by the Americans is due to 
the superior guns of the latter and the 
superior marksmanship at long range.

Fearless Denunciation of the 


Regency. 


After a Stormy Scene Mella is 


Expelled—Carlists and Repub- 


licans Leave With Him. 


MADRID, May 7.—-7.30 p. m,—The 


chamber haa just witnessed the moat 
uproarious scenes in the annali of the 
cortea. Senor Mella, a Oarliat deputy, 


a speech made uae of a acrlptural quo- 


tation referring to "an unfortunate na- 
tion whose kings are boy a," adding that 
women were always the cause of the fall 
of thrones. 


Senor Sagasta, the premier, supported 


by a majority of the chamber, protested 
amid the greatest confusion 
againit 


Senor Mella'a language. The Kepnbli- 


i aided with the Oarllata. 
The 


speaker requested Senor Mella to with- 
draw hii words, but thia the deputy re- 
fnaed to do, aaying that they were 
acrlptnral. 


The President named Sanor Mella 


thrice, declaring that hla refusal to with- 
draw the language ho had uaed waa dia- 
reapectful to the reigning dynasty aud 
submitted the question of the expulsion 
From the chamber of the 
offending 


member. A division was taken amid a 
terrible uproar, resulting in the expul- 
sion of Senor Mella by a vote of 119 to 
19, the JUepublicans voting with the 
Carlisle, 
Upon 'the announcement of 


the result. Both the Republicans and 
Carlifitfl walked from the chamber. 


The Oirliata declare they will not re- 


turn tin lea a Senor Mella be readmitted. 
The president of the chamber explains 
that the expulsion applies only to to- 
day's Bitting. Thia ia the 
first expul- 


ion in pursuance of tlie new rules. 
The incident created intense excite- 


ment, bath inside aud outside the cham- 
ber.

WASHINGTON, May 7.—The detaila of 


the proposed military ex pad it km to the 
Pbilippinea have been advanced ma- 
terially, aa a reault of conference today, 
between Secretary Alger and General 
Milee and otn*r officers of the army. 
Thia expedition which will carry in all 
about 6000 men, will atari from San 
Francisco as aoon as arrangements can 
be perfected. 
It ia not finally deter- 


mined whether all the troopa will go at 
once, although this ia not thought to be 
likely, nor haa the exact composition 
baen fully decided upon. The state- 
ment waa made this afternoon, that in 
addition to the regular order*, the 
quotas of the national guards of the 
atatea of California, Idaho, Oregon and 
Washington will in all probality be de- 
tailed to go, and an order for their ren- 
devona at San Francisco ia expected 
very soon. 8heap's company of rifle- 
men, which was to join one of the three 
especially 
authorized regiments of 


mounted men in mentioned aa likely to 
beaent. Aa for the regular army troopa, 
there nre two regiments of cavalry, four 
companies ol the Fourteenth infantry 
and a regiment of artillery readily ac- 
cessible in San Francieco. 


The lour companies of infantry sta- 


tioned at Vancouver Barracks it ia aald, 
have recently been ordered to San Fran- 
ciaco, ten companies of the third artill> 
ery are scattered along the coast but the 
greater number are in California; the 
fourth calvary is d intri bated among the 
forta and poata In Washington, Califor- 
nia, Wyoming and Idaho, and the eighth 
cavalrr ia in North and South Dakota. 
General Miles balivea it would be advis- 
able to have these troopa accompany 
the infantry and artillery, for the reason 
that they would be extremely valuable 
for pitrol duty. Their number, how- 
ever, necessarily would be limited, be- 
of the great amount of room required (or 
the transportation of horses. The mat- 
ters oi arms and equipments for the 
militia, together with any ordinance 
supplies that may be necessary, will be 
met by the war department from the 
Benicla arsenal in 
California. 
For 


transportation purposes ttie department 
officials aay there ia no lack of available 
veaaela on the coiat. It ia aaid at the 
department that a commander for the 
troopa to go to the Philippines has not 
yet been decided upon. Brigadier Gen- 
eral Merrlam ia in command of the de- 
partment of California and the Colum- 
bia and he may be salected, though 
there are other officers available for ttie 
command, which la eagerly sought.

MATANZAS FORTS 


Again Bgmbarded by American 


Warships. 


KEY WEST, Fla., May 7.—The torpedo 


boat Dupont came in-tonight and re* 
ported a sharp engagement off Matanzaa 
laat night and thia morning. 
The Du- 


pont and the auxiliary cruiser Hornet 
were cruising near the abore laat night, 
and when about 600 yards from land 
were Ored upon by a body of cavalry 
about 200 strong, which was spread 
along ttie ehore on the lookout for fili- 
bustere. 


According to the Dnpont's story, both 


veaaelB returned the fire, scattering the 
Spanish troops, and they then bombar- 
ded the Mantanzta fortificationa. These 
were in the nature of sand block bouaer, 
nine in number.

The Dupont'a men Bay their ahelld 


toppled over the barricades in course of 
erection, and they are sure that many 
of the Spanish soldiers were killed as 
they afterwards saw wagons taking 
away the dead or wounded. The eur- 
vlvors fled to the hills. 


This morning the Matanzaa fortifica- 


tions opened fire, sending three eigbt- 
tnch 
shelle at 
the Dupont and 


Hornet. They were line shote, but 
the boats had got out of range. The 
Dupont and Hornet then resumed the 
bombardment and continued it until 
8.30 o'clock.

Association 


With the Obiept of Prevent- 


ing Ruinous Prices. 


A Well Considered Paper by Dr. 


Eshleman—Mass Meeting 


Saturday. 


Tbe committee of laisln growers, 


representing Fresno, Madera and Kings 
counties, In an endeavor to obtain a 
profitable market for their products, 
held an important meeting yesterdaj in 
the quarters of the Farmers' Ciub, and 
the proposition assumwd definite abapH. 
It was agreed tbat a growers' associa- 
tion should be formed, and a mass 
meeting to effect tho organization will 
be held on the 14th instant, which will 
be neit Saturday. 


Alex Gordon, chairman ol the com- 


mittee wae absent, being in San Fran- 
cisco on bneiness connected with the 
Monterey & Fresno road, and Dr. I. 8. 
Eshleman was called to the chair. 


M. Tbeo Kearney reported tbat he 


had called upon a number of prominent 
packers in San Francisco, and be found 
a reluctance on the part ot tbe packers 
to advance any money to tbe growers on 
acconnt of their past loiien, unless tbe 
growers should form an organization 
and pool their crops. 
Mr. Kearney ad- 


rocated the formation of ench an organ- 
ization and suggested five trusteeo, who 
should bave the entire control of the 
business of the organization. It wap 
suggested tlmt two banka and three 
growers .might compose the board of 
trustees. 
Mr, LaBue remarked that tho propo- 


sition seemed proper, but he did uot ne» 
how the growers could be organized. 
tie believed that dlllicully would be en- 
countered in tbat direction. 


Dr. Eslulman spoke in favor of tho 


organization of the growers, believing 
that it waa the only hope of the produt- 
ers. lie prepared his remarks, which 
were carefully considered, aud ho read 
from his manuscript aa follows :

"That from investigations made by 


this committee the dealers in the East 
urgently request this organization to be 
effective to establish prices which can 
be held firmly throughout the season, 
and that there is a general feelinc 
among the growers' tbat the tirue is ripe 
for organization, and with such organi- 
zation plenty of funds may be ob- 
tained lor handling the business." 


"Resolved, That a mass meeting be 


called of all growers in this valley to 
assemble in Fresno on May 15th, at 10 
a.m. to take steps to form an organiza- 
tion in accordance with the resolution 
adopted by this meeting, or to take any 
such steps aa may seem desirable to ac- 
complish permanent organization and to 
better the condition of the raisin busi- 
ness."

It will moat cheerfully come to us when 
it knows whore to find UB and when it 
finds backbone in our skeleton, bvery 
respsotable dealer In our fruit admon- 
iahoa lis to ayatomatiso tho markotinR of 
our fruit. As we sell fruit they are 
afraid to boy leal they fall into tho 
iminblo in whioh we have ruined our- 
aelvea. They eay mako a price and 
atick to it. They don't a»y make a low 
prico. Quo cent or two cents, more or 
lea' on n pound of raiaine is nothing to 
the dealer in fruit and little to the con- 
sumer while it iB a livlni to the grower. 


"Now how ahall we market our fruit? 


Well, let ua consider a moment. What 
id tho amount produced? What the 
amount consumed? la there an over- 
production? There la not at present of 
good fruit. Thousands of acres have 
ceased to urow good fruit and tho vines 
and treed have been taken np. 
"I havetaken up 80 acree o! vinofl, 


retaining only 160 aoroa growinn on auit- 
(ble deep fertile aoil and 20 acrae of 
Irnit trees. Tho filthy Z»nle that 8lut- 
tedthe market in anticipation ol tho 
new tariff, together with the rotten 
traah that our own people put upon the 
market, are about exhausted or rele- 
gated to the swill barrel, where they be- 
long. Now ample protection IB given 
ns by an equitable tariff, while the 
Spanish grower ia otherwise engaged. 
Hence there surely ia a market for our 


'"Then, I repeat, how shall we market 
our frnit? The answer ia f.o.b. Fresno; 
our own agency; by our own organiza- 
tion. Sorely we will be able to find an 
honeet man among onr groweta or mer- 
chants whom we could place at the 
head of our own orgeuizition. Surely 
wecouldfindafewhoneat men m our 
valley who would lerve as directors to 
look after grading packing and what- 
ever belontta to the business; these men 
to receive salaries lor their services. 


"1 need not enter into the mmutirc re- 
quired to perfect anch organization. 
The growers must meet in their achool 
districts to elect delegates from their 
own competent peoplo to meet at some 
central point, and there elect good, com- 
potent men to carry, out their instruc- 
tions to market their fruit. 
"I will adrl, no provieiona need be 
roedo for money by the aiaociation. 
The banka have alwayi given assurance 
of thelt Intention to loan money to the 
grower on his certlflc.te of raisins ac- 
cepted by the packer, and now that 
there ia no etrmgency in the money 
market the banka will cheerfully come 
to the rescne.

Tbe committee appointed for the pur- 


pose of devUing and promoting a better 
plan for the mar ke tine ot raisins has, 
nfter prolonged investigation, decided 
that tliu best if not the only way to put 
an end to the slaughtering of prices tbat 
prevail under the mixed methods of 
consigning and selling for all fiottri of 
prices in the eweiuuox, lies in tbe 
organ hat: 03 of groTore under tbe eamo 
or similar plans that have proved suc- 
cessful in the case of the wine and 
orange growers. 


Tho UKPOIIUCAN has always believed 


that tho permanent prosperity of the 
rateiu industry could bo achieved through 
the organization of tho growers. 
For 


thai reason it stood by the co-operatives 
while they were in tbe field, and it be- 
lieves that full eucceea would have boon 
achieved through tbat organization bad 
the growers ECCO fit to uailn their toiceo 
at that time, 


Tho reasons that appeal to the grow- 


•ere for organization are aa great now as 
they ever were, and 
are decidedly 


stronuer than they were a year ago, 
when it was believed that the consign- 
ment system bad been wiped out of ex- 
istence. The revival of tbat disastrous 
method during tbe past few months 
brings a renewal of tbe menace that it 
always presents to tbe producers, anil 
that it must be met and combatted ia a 
fact eo evident that no grower will ques- 
tion it.

premrcy in tbe home market will not be 
lost to them through mismanagement 
and unbusinesslike methods of handling 
their crops.

'been tried and in some particular found 
lacking, and it now remains for the rat- 
ein growers, to follow in the footsteps of 
other producers and form a solid organi- 
zation, or continue at tbe mercy of the 
Eastern speculators who desire nothing 
better than a renewal of tbe consign- 
ment regime. Tbe REPUBLICAN believes 
that it is a choice between at least a 
ceuonable degree of prosperity and a 
continuation of the reverses and disap- 
jMintmentf that have been the role 
rather than the exception during the 
pMt nveral years.

The meeting of water n»ers oalled to 


consider tho irrigation question wan 
held yesterday alternoon in the Cham- 
ber ol Commerce roome. Although an- 
nounced for 2 o'clock it was not called 
to order until nearly 3. The inability 
to get sufficient water in certain local- 
ities was considered at length, and the 
Fresno Oanal and Irrigation Company 
was scored by several of the speakers, 
An irrigation propaganda, which is be- 
ing organized by George H. Maxwell, 
was explained to tbe meeting by Justice 
Fairweather, and after 
considerable 


time was spent iu discussion it was 
agreed that the only solution of tbe 
trouble was by state ownership of water, 
and a resolution wag adopted by which 
all present agrood to use their beat en- 
deavors to brine soch about. 


When tho meeting was called to or- 


der, Kev. Oarroll Ghent, tho chairman, 
asked for expressions from tho farmers, 
and Captain Norria was the first to 
speak. In very forcible expressions be 
spoke of the failure of tho Fresno Oanal 
and Irrigation Company to keep its con- 
tract, as he understood it. He eaid that 
he paid *1000 for a water rieht, and paid 
$100 a year as assessment. He was 
supposed to receive his water through 
Oarlield systiiu and the Lone Tree 
cannl, but tho water did not come. 
He 


received more water Irorn the Fowler 
switch canal than from tho tresuo 
canal. Ho declared that others appro- 
priated tho water bofore it reached Ilia 
land. Tbe irrigation company claims 
that it hapfifilled ita contract when it 
turns a eullicient head ol water into tli- 


Captain Norris remarked that he was 


tired having water doled out 'to him by 
the epoonfnl. 
"II yon have fever a teaspoooful 


water is sometimes very acceptable," 
put in Mr. Ghout. 
"It isn't enough to allay my thirst," 


returned the Captain. 


Tho question was asked as to bow 


much water the Fresno Canal & Irriga- 
tion Company originally located. JIIK- 
tico Falrweather was called on lo give 
some light on the matter. Ho stated 
that according to a suit which was 
was brought in 188:1 against the (0 Lund 
and Water Company the Fresno com- 
nonv claimed that it Ibad filed on 3000 
feet". Mr. Falrwealher declared that 
even now, with its present ditches, it 
could not divert that much water. He 
went on lo say that the water from 
Kingi river is taken to within six and a 
quitter miles of tho Ban Joaqnln river 
to irrigate the lands ol the Dank of 
California. 
The speaker thought that the time 


was eoon coming when tho state owner- 
ship of water would be a reality, lie 
deectibcd an organization being formed 


On lurtner invennK»»u» * Le.^ufcu .1 
Attornev became convinced that Ah Hue 
waa not the guilty mm and dismissed 
the information. Last year Ah Fook 
was arrested upon this charge at the in- 
stigation of Hop Lee, a cousin ot the 
dead man.
